cumvent) present provisions. 
The underlying principle is al­ 
most as old as the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples. Its importance is such as 
to call for constant vigilance awd 
strengthening.

LeGranJ Cannon, Jr., for instance, the 
Book-of-the-M onth Club selection for November. A fter incredible 
■hardships, W hit Livingston succeeds in building a fine farm out of the 
New7 Hampshire wilderness. Then just as he is in a position to enjoy the 
fruits of his labor, along comes the Revolutionary W ar. Does W hit 
make up excuses for keeping out of the struggle? N ot at all. He realizes 
th at his farm is worthless w ithout freedom, that his country’s war is 
his war. 
Essentially, "Look to the M ountain” is a story of the growth of the 
soil. M ankind w’ill never cease to be fascinated by the drama of a young 
m an and his wife, with nothing but courage and vision in their*pos- 
session, striking out into the wilderness to build a new life for them ­ 
selves. T h at’s w’hat W hit and Melissa do in "Look to the M ountain.” 
It’s not a sensational novel, but it’s one th at’s likely to endure for some 
time.

I. Cut two sticks of wood 
(about I inch x I inch) into 
lengths each 20 inches wider 
than the window. 
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2 . In order to be sure the 
screen lies flat against the win­ 
dow frame (to prevent light 
from escaping) it is best to drill 
a small hole an inch from each 
end of both sticks through 
which the hanging cord is 
knotted. 


3* Cut a piece of blackout 
material at least 16 inches wider 
and 24 inches longer than the 
window. 


4 . W rap one end of the mate­ 
rial around one of the sticks 
and fasten with tacks;then wrap 
the other end of the material 
around the other stick and fas­ 
ten with tacks. 


Cut two pieces of cord, 
each 18 inches longer than the 
sticks of wood. 


6 . Push the ends of the cord 
through the holes in the stick 
and tie a knot in each end, so 
that there will be a distance of 
about 3 inches between the 
stick and the center of the cord 
when the cord is held taut.* 
Fix the second cord in the 
other stick in the same way. 


7 . Hang the finished screen 
by the top cord on a nail, screw 
or picture hook, so that screen 
is centered over the window 
and overlaps about 8 inches 
above it. Make taut at bottom 
by fastening the bottom cord 
in the same way.

Which loom? 


A good refuge room should be large enough to accommodate the 
w’hole family with comfort, but should have a minimum number 
of windows.

Keep two things in 
mind: (I) blackout fabrics need not be black —in fact, the more 
colorful they are, the less depressing they will be; (2) it isn’t nec­ 
essary to go on a shopping splurge — most blackout materials can J 
be found around the house. For die blackout screen explained. 
here, use a blanker or bedspread, dark colored sateen, 6 layers of 
newspaper, or 4 sheets of heavy wrapping paper. 


Make it cozy! 


Be sure your refuge room is livable. The chairs should be comfort* 
able, there should be plenty of games and books, and you will 
probably want a radio. There should be some means of vend-, 
lation. Other needs will occur to you -think of them notv, and 
be prepared.
